as the topic of his talk at the 

j weekly meeting of the Bala-Cyn- 

I wyd-Narberth Rotary Club 'on 

I Tuesday. 

| Several prominent guests were 
! present at the meeting, among 
| them Guy Gundecker, of the Phi- 
ladelphia Rotary Club and a past 
I president of Rotary International: 
! William Kittridge, art director of 
JR. R. Donnel/& Sons, of Chi- 
cago, an eminent typographer, 
| who is at present engaged in re- 
| designing the Rotary magazine : 
i Dr. Barclay Jones, of the Friends' 
! Central School of Overbrook ; 
| Robert J. Boyd, of the Merion 
| Title and Trust Company of Ard- 
more. Kinney was a guest of Mr. 
Dunne's at the meeting. 

In tracing the progress of print- 
j; from the time of Franklin 
I clown to the present, Mr. Dunne 
! drew on his knowledge of the 
craft derived when he was con- 
I nccted with the Franklin Printing 
j Co. of Philadelphia, and empha- 
I sized Franklin's virtues as a print- 
|er which are often overlooked in 

■ the midst of his other accomplish- 
ments. "Old Ben," said Mr. 
.Dunne, "was a printer par excel- 
' lence. I ie not only did good work 
i himself but ' encouraged high 
.standards of craftsmanship both 
i directly and through force of his 
| example. He used the type faces 
i which have survived to this day, 

and perhaps for that reason his 
jwork strikes us as modern. The 
' Caslon types which he favored are 
I in high repute this day. 
* "In the nineteenth century," 
| continued Mr. Dunne, "printing, 
'as with the other arts and crafts, 
suffered a decline of good taste 
and artistic feeling. It was the 
! period of hair stuffed furniture 
and iron deer on the lawn. A re- 
covery was staged along about 
! 1890 when a man in England, Wil- 
, liam Morris, who was known for 
, his work in furniture and archi- 
tecture, entered the field of type 
designing. His heavy lines helped 
abolish much of the gingerbread 
; work common at the time. Then 
i along came Bruce Rogers in this 
j country, who worked with Morris, 
and Updike with his Mcrrymount 
, Press, and Ootid y, who all helped 
;to bring back printing to the fine 
: standards current during the sev- 

■ enteenth century. Bruce Rog- 
ers," said the speaker, "is prob- 
ably the foremost typographer in 
the country at the present time. 
He is now connected with the 
printing house of William Edwin 
Rudge at Mount Vernon, N. Y." 

Mr. Dunne went on to describe 
the process of making half-tone 
engravings such as are common in 
the newspapers and magazines, 
and the three and four-color 
process printing which adds such 
beauty to our national magazines, 
illustrating his talk with wash 
drawings, showing the progressive 
stages in making such color en- 
gravings.

! Winter's Coldest Day 

Follows Mild Period 



An official temperature of Ww 
degrees above zero, the lowest re- 
ported this winter, was observed 
by Charles Decker, of the United 
j States Weather IJureau, with of- 
j fices at Narberth, on Monday. 
i Throughout the section on Mon- 
I day, unofficial temperatures were 
reported at Ardmore three de- 
grees above; at Bryn Mawr, 3; 
Wayne, 3; Paoli, 2; Gladwyne, 2. 
The cold snap followed a slight 
snowfall and a 32-mile northwest 
wind on Sunday. Monday's tem- 
perature, which ranged from 5 to 
19 degrees, was 17 degrees below 
normal for January 14. 

The cold weather followed a 
period of rather mild spell, which 
included on last Thursday nearly 
half an inch of rain. On Thurs- 
day the lowest temperature was 
32 and the highest 51. 



Iioth the 1021) budget and the 
ordinance setting the tax rate at 
]9 mills were passed at second 
and third readings at the Januaary 
meeting of Council on Monday 
night, and signed by the burgess, 
thereby being entered upon the 
J-Jorough statutes. 

The new tax rate supersedes 
that of 20 mills set last January, 
and is the second cut in the Bor- 
ough rate within the year. Last 
year's cut was one of 4 mills, 
amounting to a $10 chop off the 
average citizen's tax bill. 

The budget calls for a slightly 
larger sum than last year, $83,399 
as opposed to $82,740 for 1928. 
Included in it is a $2000 appropria- 
tion for the Narberth Community 
Library. With the floating in- 
debtedness of the Borough wiped 
out, its financial condition is par- 
ticularly pleasing. 

A unique situation was also 
pointed out by the Borough Fath- 
ers ; that being* that this was the 
first time within any Councilman's 
memory when it was not neces- 
sary to borrow money during Jan- 
uary. Usually after paying the 
month's bills it is found necessary 
to borrow a sum to carry over 
until more taxes had been collect- 
ed and other revenue began to 
come in. The situation this year 
is attributed to the good work of 
the Tax Collector in getting in the 
1928 taxes early and also in part 
to a sum carried over from the 
street paving fund of the Highway 
Department. 

A resolution was passed au- 
thorizing President Daniel Leitch 
and one other Councilman to at- 
tend the annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania State Association of 
Boroughs, to be held at Harris- 
burg on February 19, 20 and 21. 
The association's meetings have a 
very direct influence on legisla- 
tion affecting Boroughs in the 
State Legislature, and it was 
thought for this reason that two 
Narberth representatives should 
attend, either the Burgess, Henry 
A. Frye, or the Borough Solicitor, 
Hon. "Fletcher W. Stites, will also 
be in attendance.

Granted During 1928, Report Shows

Tonight, at 8 o'clock, in the

A slight increase over last year 
in the number of individual build- 
ing operations was indicated in 
the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works as sub- 
mitted in the report of the Build- 
ing Committee of Council Monday 
night. 

While there were no large op- 
erations, such as the theater the 
year before, the permits totaled 
124 for the year 1928 as opposed 
to 105 during 1927. Twenty-nine 
new garages were erected in the 
Borough during the year, testify- 
ing to the increasing popularity 
of the automobile. Alterations ac- 
counted for 27 permits while 34 
went for new roofs. The remain- 
der were divided among additions, 
sheds, stores, demolishing, new 
buildings and shops. 

The most noteworthy building 



operations during the year were 
the new post office, the alterations 
and additions to Elm Hall and the 
new stores and apartments on 
Haverford avenue erected by Rob- 
ert J. Nash, 

Six hundred and thirty-one in- 
spections were made during the 
year by the building inspector. Six 
applicants for building permits 
were refused, due to non-conform- 
ity with the Building code. 

The year's operations, estimated 
at a cost of $194,895, which was 
about fifty thousand dollars less 
than the previous year, produced 
$^ 94 revenue for the Borough 
through the cost of permits. 

December's building totaled 
$1950, divided among seven oper- 
ations. Forty-seven inspections 
were made, 15 having been com- 
pleted. 



New Judgeship Asked 

Mrs. Mabelle Kirkbride, of Nor- 
ristown, Assemblywoman from 
the Second district of Montgom- 
ery county, on Tuesday introduc- 
ed a bill in the House at Harris- 
burg providing for the creation of 
another judgeship in the Thirty- 
eighth district, which includes 
this county. Attorney Fred C. 
Peters, of Ardmore, and the other 
members of the county's legisla- 
tive body will support the meas- 
ure, which is expected to become 
effective at an early date. The bill 
will provide for an additional as- 
sociate judge of the Common 
Pleas Court, which now consists 
of J. Ambler Williams, President 
Judge, and Harold G. Knight, As- 
sociate Judge.

Scale Plan of Borough 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee of Council as pre- 
sented at Council at the January meet- 
ing on Monday night is as follows:

Our expenditures during December 
totaled $1140.04, of which $33.00 was 
for the purchase of materials used in 
connection with street cleaning and 
the remaining $1100.44 was for labor 
as follows: For collecting 914 cubic 
yards of ashes. $777.G0; for street 
cleaning, $253.80; for clearing away

We have ascertained from Albright 
& Mcbus, the borough engineers, that 
they can provide, at a cost of about 
$250 a plan of the borough of Nar- 
berth drawn to the scale of one inch 
equal 100 feet, showing all streets and 
private roads open to date, block di- 
mensions and sewers in colors. No 
individual property lines would be 
shown. The price would include sup- 
plying the borough about six black 
line prints. We recommend that this 
committee be authorized to expend not 
more than $250 for that purpose.
